“We stand now in danger 
from extremists on both sides 
Equally threatening are the 
revolutionary extrem ti 
left and the repressive ex 
treynists of the right, the 
president told the more than 
5,000 persons in his convoca- 
lion address at Keaney Gym 

Saying that a campus revolt 
is neither necessary nor justi- 
fied, the president admitted 
that there is “ample room for 
betterment.” 

“But that betterment,”’ he 
seid, “should be evolutionary 
rather than revolutionary." 

The first step towards bet- 
terment, the president said, 
“Is to inerease the pitifully 
small number of black high 
school graduates who are pre- 
pared to enter higher educa- 
tion.””

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Sensitivity Challenges 


RA’s 


At Orientation Experiment 


Approximately sixty _resi- 
dent assistants stood silently 
in the center of a large room 
and awaited instructions from 
the voice of authority. ‘Mill 
around with your eyes closed, 
touching people as you pass, 
until you find someone with 
whom you feel comfortable. 
‘Then take his hand and stop.’ 

This done, The Voice con- 
tinued. “‘Now mill around si- 
Jently with your partoer and 
find other couples with whom 
you feel comfortable until six 

ups are formed of about 12 
people each.” 

The small groups formed, 
seven leaders joined them, and 
The Voice was heard again. 
“Each group will have a sec: 
tion of the building. See you at 
supper.’’ In silence again, the 
small groups of strangers 
somewhat apprehensively left 
the meeting room for their al- 
Jotted sections to begin # three- 
day resident assistant orienta- 
tion, The program, held at Our 
Lady of Peace Retreat House 
in Narragansett, was eptitled 
Laboratory Experience in 
Leadership Behavior. 

This conference was to be 
different from those of pre- 
vious years that concentrated 
on providing RA’s with lec- 
tures and information like 
“what to do if your dorm 
catches fire."’ This year's pro- 
gram of sensitivity training 
was aimed at developing RA’s 
abilities to handle human rela- 
tionships, through making them 
aware of their own personal 
feelings and encouraging self- 
expression through group inter- 
action 

This was an experimental 
program. The original idea 
was conceived by a five-mem- 
ber RA committee and was 
enthusiastically received by 
Thomas J. Fencil, assistant 
dean of students, who assumed 
the task of turning the idea in- 
Yo reality, Mr, Fencil expres- 
sed the hope that sensitivity 
Sessions would uncover stroag 
feelings of trust and under- 
standing that the RA's could 
take back with them to their 
jobs 

Our group of 13 meekly play- 
ed follow-the-leader as we 
climbed up three flights of 
stalrs in the century-old re 
treat house. We deposited our 
belongings in two dormitory 
atyle rooms where we soon 
easily adapted to coved living 
without establishing any of the 









restrictions we had imagined 
would be necessary, 

‘We made our way to a small 
room that became home for 
our sensitivity group. It was 
here that we met our co-train- 
ers: Jim, who turned out to be 
The Voice that had directed 
us downstairs, and Al. It was 
here that we first exchanged 
names. And it was here that 
we were eventually able to 
overcome self and become one 
as a unified group. 

As time passed and the 
group opened up, we became 
aware of a transformation. 
The long, silent conversation 
gaps were no longer tense, but 
relaxing and enjoyable. We no 
longer had to resort to talking 
in vague generalities about is- 
sues or past experiences, but 
could communicate at a “‘gul- 


level’ about things in “the 
here and now.” 
Eventually we oo fonger 


found it necessary to talk at 
all. Emotion as expressed 
through physical contact re- 
placed words and overcame 
our dependence upon verbal 
communication, A gentle touch 
to a hand, a light kick, a firm 
handshake, a vibrant bear hug 
expressed beautifully emotions 
that none had been able to de- 
Scribe. 

We finally found the emo- 
tional experience Jim had pre- 
dicted and which we were sure 
could never transpire, We at- 
tained on our own a goal which 
in the beginning seemed inde- 
finable. 

Once this level was reached, 
there was liltle that could stand 
in the way of our group inter- 
action. We criticized each 
other, we threatened, we at- 
tempted to defend ourselves 
and were accused of “copping 
out."” We helped each other, 
and felt responsible for the 
welfare of the others. We felt 
and expressed excitement 
fear, extreme anger, jealousy, 
leve, anxiety, desire, disap- 
peintment We = screamed. 
laughed, and felt overwhelming 
relief to the point of breaking 
down in tears. And we ex- 
perienced the supreme joy of 
knowing none of it was artifi- 
cial. 

Again letting emotion reign, 
we restized that we had reach. 
ed a climax that would only be 
spoiled by continuing any long- 
er. We had achieved a “high” 
with no artificial stimulants 
and now had to “come down" 


together. We did so success: 
fully by running into Scar- 
borough's refreshing waters, 
clothes and all. 

That evening we returned to 
the original large group where 
we could share our experiences 
with others, Some individuals 
had felt the same joy and un- 
derstanding that we had. 
Others had not, Some felt defi- 
nite, permanent changes ip 
themselves as a result of their 
group experience. Others did 
not, 
But all agreed that this RA 
orientation was the best they 
had ever experienced and hop- 
ed to see it repeated in years 
to come, 

As Jim put it, “This program 
won't produce a better RA, 
housewife, carpenter, or teach- 
er—but it can produce a better 
person. Everything else comes 
after that." 

And we in Jim's group, at 
least, knew what he meant.

10% to Meet 


A 10 per cent price Increase 
at the URI Ram's Den in the 
Memorial Union, has been ap- 
proved and is in effect.

On the B. A. Curriculum 


|. The Faculty Senate approved last May, and the President has signed 
a bill that changes the University General Education requirement in 
History. Rather than History 3, 4, being required of all students, the 
new requirement allows for any six credits (two courses) in History 
for which the student has the prerequisites, This requirement became ef- 
fective this fall (1969) and applies to all students in the University. In 
response to this change, the History Department has now introduced 
several new courses that do not require a prerequisite History course.

Because of a great deal of apparent confusion over recently approved 
and proposed changes in degree requirements, | am using this method to 
inform you of what has taken place. 


. The requirements for the B. A. degree have been under study for several 
years and, as the result of recommendations made by a special com- 
mittee, the College of Arts and Sciences approved major changes in this 
curriculum at the end of last year. The changes, as they now stand, 
would be effective with the beginning of the fall semester, 1970. Ac- 
cording to University regulations, the College does not have the final 
authority in these matters; the College approval takes the form of a 
recommendation to the Faculty Senate. The College’s recommendations 
have been forwarded to the appropriate Senate Cmmittees, who, in turn 
will bring the matter to the floor of the Senate, Only after the Senate 
has taken some kind of affirmative action and, the President has ap- 
proved, will any changes be official. It is expected that the Senate will 
be debating the College's recommendations some time this fall. 


a) Because no changes in the B.A. degree requirements are official un- 
tl the Senate and the President take affirmative action, and 


Because there (s no definite assurance that the Senate or the Presi- 
dent will approve the recommendations made by the College, and 


Because, even if the Senate and the President do take affirmative 
action, there is no assurance that the bill they approve will be pre- 
cisely the same as the recommendations made by the College, and 


Because, even if the Senate and the President do approve the recom- 
mendations of the College without change, the new requirements will 
not become effective until September, 1970, 


e) Therefore, | urge that students follow the existing degree require- 
ments and do not anticipate changes that, in fact, may not occur. 
The reason for this admonition is to avoid the possibility of a stu- 
dent not having either the credits or courses necessary for gradua- 
tion. To do otherwise, at this time, is to run a great risk. This sug- 
gestion is made only for the protection of the students.
